Endowment Fund as wo should 
like, but have to. use it, to mect 
current expenses. . When we have 
paid forthe cost of adapting these 
to our needs our exchequer’ will 
be sadly depleted and the. Com- 
mittee have been much concerned 
about: ways and means for carry- 
ing on the work of the Naval and 
Military’ Branch of the Associa- 
tion, experience having taught 8 
with rigid economy the Im- 
practicability of making tho in- 
btitution self-supporting. / 

A scheme has recently. been pro- 
mulgated which we hope may, to 
some extent, if not comp etely solve 
thig financial problem. This 
scheme ‘is to co-operate with the 
Naval and Military Authorities in 
organizing .a« Grand Tattoo at 
Happy Valley sometime during the 
autumn,, on aimilar lines, but’ of 
course, on a much smaller scale 
considering the “means: at the 
Colony’s. disposal, to the Grand 
Tattoo held at Wembley a couple 
of years ago. J am notin a posi- 
tion at present to give you details 
but the primary object is to bene- 
fit the ‘funds of the Naval and 
Military Y.M.C.A. and also Service 
charities, | | ;
